b. The patent referred to above was granted by the commissianer 
of Patent a under authority contained in section 4886 of the Revised statutes 
and that the war Department was given a non-exclusive license thereto and 
that the "jar Department did not request a complete assignment. 

c. The Board recommends 1 

(1) That the action proposed by Mr. Friedman in 
paragraph 2 of his memorandum of March 24, 193 6, to Research 
and Development Division (through ?ar plans and Training 
Division) be approved, and that Mr. Friedman be instructed 
to submit specifications to the Patent 3 action for the 
necessary action with a view to obtaining Letters patent. 

(2) That the invention be not considered important in 
the National Defense, and that a non-exclusive license to 
the Government, in writing# be required.
